Soranton, Pa., Nov. 20. — When the 
tetslon of the strike oommisBlon be- 
gan, Rev. Dr. Peter Roberts, a Con- 
grtgatloul minister, waa put on tbe 
■tend Hoberta haa writ- 

Un a book on the anthracite ccMU ln< 
dnstry. Answering a question pro- 
pounded by Judge Gray, Dr. Roberts 
said that a comparison of fatalities on 
■li railroads In the United States witn 
tVosa in the anthracite fields show 
that 2.V pit i.W) Mdlroad employes 
are killed annually, while 3.5 per 
1,000 employed were killed In the an- 
thracite Industry. The Question ot ar- 
rtTlng at a fair price pn rock In con- 
nection with coal mining. Dr. Roberts 
said was one that could be adjusted 
only by the mine employes and the 
companies. He said It was far from 
th« truth to characterise the operat- 
ors as hard-hearted and unjust and as 
aeekilg constantly to grind men down 
to the last penny of wages, as bad 
t)««n charged. Dr. Roberts declared 
that the men In the southern anthra- 
elt* district voted to stand by their 
brothers in the northern district on 
the question of Insisting on the recog- 
nition and also on all other points 
raised in the Shamokln convention. 
Answering further questions by Mr. 
Wolverton, Dr. Roberts said he un- 
derstood that dissensions had occur- 
red between miners and their helpers, 
tlie latter claiming that the miners 
left them at an unseasonable hour and 
imposed on- hla tbt wbol« of the 

labor. 

After reading from a lengthy article 
by Dr. Roberts In the Yale Review on 
tile labor altUBtloB - In the bard coal 

fields prior to the strike, witness said 
In elaboration of what he had written 
that by Investigation regarding the la- 
borers forming an independent organ!* 
sation, be found that movement was 
chiefly arising by -the non-union men. 

"if the conditions in the bituminous 
regions," inquired Mr. Wolverton, 
"are better than In the anthracite 
fields, why did the men who left the 
hard coal regions during the strike 
return to the ahthraiclte fields after 
the strike?" The response was that 
they did so because for social and 
family ties. Dr. Roberts. In his ex- 
amination, said the newspaper reports 
of v'olence had been greatly exagger- 
ated. Mr. Wolverton read copies of 
abstracts of mhagazines which Dr. 
Roberts would not deny he had writ- 
tea, in wlilch lie described many acts 
of intimidation, violence and boycott 
In explanation. Mr. Roberts said that 
these acts cannot all be attributed to 
the union and made a brief si>eech In 
Which he said the operators refused 
to arbitrate, and the men were forced 
to strike to gain their demands. "They 
grow hungry In the struggle." he said, 
"and a hungry man ia (lauK'Tous." 

Rev. Mr. Roberts at one point said 
the union had bettered conditions in 
the anthracite fields. 

The fact was brought out In the 
course of the cross-examination that 
the Pennsylvania legislature in IStfi 
passed a compulsory educational law 
applying to every child under lU 
years old and that under Its provisions 
parents of delinquents can be puni^.S- 
ed. David Willcox, counsel for tnc 
DWaware and Hudson company, next 
took Dr. Roberts In hand, and was 
cross-examining him on the inequal- 
ity of wages and the life Insurance 
risks when the commission recessed. 

Miners Return to Work. 

Hazletou, Pa.. Nov. 20. --The trou- 
ble at the Cranberry and Crystal 
Ridge collieries of A. Pardee A Com- 
wi^fi irbera tha employes refused to 
return to ■work, because they were ask- 
ed to sign an agreement not to Inter- 
fere with non-union men, was settled 
and operations will soon be resumed. 
Instead of slglng the agreement Indi- 
vidually at the mines the men decid- 
ed in a body to abide by Its provisions 
and empowered a eommltteo of their 
local to make written promise that 
all of the employes will comply with 
thMM conditions. All of the men but 
three, who ere accused by the oom- 
panyof having been unduly active dur- 
ing the strike will be reinstated. The 
Mljr eoUleriw in this district where 
tt% difference have pwC been Mttled 
are those of Cose Brothers aad Com- 
pasy.

An amusing Incident 
occurred at Memphis l]ist before the 
train left. Henry Tracey, one of the 
local characters of Memphis, who had 
followed the presldenfs carriage all 
day, set off a lot of red flro In the sta 
tlon and when the illumination was at 
its height, presented the president 
with a box of roses, 'fake these to 
the White House," said he, "and give 
them to your 8ui)erlor ofllcer, Mrs. 
Roosevelt." The president laughed 
heartily and promised to do eo. The 
train reached Chatanooga on time and 
stopped Ave minutes to change en- 
gines. There was quite a crowd at 
the station. The president left the 
train and shook hands with a number 
of friends who were there to greet 
him. 

•areeenkeeper's Mistake. 

New York. Nov. 20— A verdict of 
11,500 damages has been awarded by 
a Jury in tlie circuit court at Newark, 
N. J., against Thomas E. Carr, who 
on last Veb. 12, shot Theodore Ferree 
a railroad brakeman, mistaking him 
for a highwayman. Carr has a saloon 
In Frellnshuysen avenue, Waverly 
There waa a wreck on the Pennsyl- 
vania railrotd, and Perree ran to 
Carr's saloon to get some whisky 
The proprietor had been a victim ot 
robbers, and catching a glimpse of the 
bottle, which he mistook for a pistol 
In the brakeman's hand, suspected an- 
other attempt at a hold up. Securing 
a revolver he fired twice before dis- 
covering the error. Both bullets took 
effect and the brakeman sued on the 
ground that he was so crippled that 
he cannot pursue his former vocation. 

The Father's Story. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 20. — James Mc- 

Farlane, father of Florence McFar- 
lane, who was killed. It is alleged, by 
Mrs. Frank Youiik at Syracuse, N. Y., 
Monday, learned of his daughter's 
death upon his arrival here. Mr. Ife- 
Farlane, who Is a traveling man, said 
his daughter and Frank Young had 
been infatuated for some time, and 
that he had warned the latter to cease 
his attentions to Miss McFarlane. Mr. 
McFarlane was preparing to tele- 
graph her a birthday present when 
the news of her death was broken to 
him. He declared that Mrs. Young 
and his daughter had been Intimate 
friends, but denied that the latter was 
a music teacher. 

A Missing Student. 

New York, Nov. 20. — Consular and 
detective agencies of Europe are en- 
deavoring to ili.scover the where- 
abouts of Frederick C. Johnson, son 
of Colonel Edraond Johnson, a wealthy 
citisen of yineiand. N. J., who disap- 
peared three months ago. Johnson Is 
a nephew of the Princess .\gnes Salm- 
Salm of Bonn, Prussia, who is well 
known in Chicago, where her sister, 
Mrs. I. H. Rea, resides. He was a 
student at the tJnlversity of Pennsyl- 
vania and after finishing his studies 
there had talicn a course at the 
Daruistaih niiivt'isity. On Sept. 1 he 
started from Bonn for Vlneland. That 
was the last hlA relatives ever saw of 
him.

Kmbezslement Alleged. 

New York, Nov. 20.— William Mal- 
colm, secretary of the Pa.ssalc Mutual 
Loan and Building association, who 
fled presumably to Europe three 
months ago, has been Indicted three 
times, charging him with mlsappro 
priatlng more than |150.000. When 
the Irregularities In Malcolm's ac 
counts were first discovered, he claim' 
ed they were due to an error In book- 
keeping made by his predeceeeor 2u 
years ago. He turned over his home 
to the association and received much 
sympafiy In view of his sacrlflco, but 
later developments caused him to 
MaVe the city. 



New Orleans, Nov. 20.— President 
Crompers has been completely exoner 
ated of charges of infidelity to the 
principles of trades unionism said to 
have been made by Theodore J. Shaf- 
fer, president of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers. The report of the special 
committee which had conducted the 
InvesUgatioa reported to that effect 
before the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. The charges 
against Mr. Gompers fell as flat as a 
piece of dough dropped from the 
ctouds. The oemmittee reported that 
when Mr. Shaffer appeared before it 
he declared that he had not at sny 
time, either in writiiii; or otherwise, 
made any charges against Mr. Gomp 
ers of infidelity to trades unionism, 
nor did be destoe to before the com- 
mittee. 

For the time being at least, all op- 
position to the election of President 
Qompers has died out. Since the re- 
fusal of James Lynch of the Typo- 
graphical union to run for the office, 
no effort is being made to secure a 
candidate, nor Is it likely at the pres- 
ent time that there will be 4 rival can 
dldate. 

The convention then entered upon 
an extended debate In which at times 
considerable feeling was shown, on 
the resolutions Introduced by Victor 
L. Berger of Milwaukee, committing 
the convention to the doctrines of So- 
cialism. The committee on resolu- 
tions reported, as a similar commit- 
tee had reported at the Scranton con- 
vention of last year, that the princi 
pies of the trades union movement 
contain all that Is necessary at the 
present time for the advancement of 
the workingmen of the country. Del- 
egate Max Hayes offered a substitute 
for the rei)ort of the convention to 
the effect that the Federation advise 
the working people to organise their 
economic and political power to se- 
cure for labor the full equivalent ot 
its toll and the overthrow of the wage 
system and establishing mo, industrial, 
co-operative democracy. The substi- 
tute was ruled out of order by the 
chair as being a substitute for the re- 
port of the committee which was a 
substitute for the original resolution. 
Delegate Hayes then offered it as an 
amendment and It waa so admitted by 
the chair. 

Delegate Wilson proposed to amend 
the amendment by striking out the 
words "and the overthrowal of the 
wage system and establishing an liT- 
dustrial co-jperative democracy." Del- 
egate Hayes declared this acceptable 
to him, but no action was taken and 
the debate proceeded.

John Hancock Estate. 
Boston, Nov. 20.— An attorney ot 
the city has filed a petition asking 
that he be appointed administrator ol 
the estate o^ .lotin Hancock, the revo 
iullonary p:ihi(jt. Jdhu Hancock, late 
in the 18th century was to some ex- 
tent an underwriter, taking Insurance 
risks In vessels out of %he port of Bos- 
ton at the time when relations be- 
tween France and this country were 
strained. Some of the vessels so In- 
sured by Haaooek were captured by 
French privateers and condemned in 
the French prize courts. The under- 
writers then had to pay the insurance, 
and Hancock, like many others, was a 
loser In this way. The purpose of the 
appointment of an administrator is to 
recover from the United iBtates the 
money which John Kdnoock Was com- 
pelled to pay. 

Mayor Johnson Enjoined. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 20. — The su- 
preme court has enjoined Mayor Tom 
L. Johnson of Cleveland and his sub- 
ordinates from reorganising the police 
department of that city. The court 
reinstates the five police captains re- 
tired by Johnson, orders the reinstate- 
men of Chief Cormer and forbids any 
further changes whatever In the po- 
lice fbrce of that city. The petition 
charges Johnson with engaging In a 
conspiracy to reorganize the police 
florae ot Cleveland. 



STONED BY A MOB. 

Unlooist M. P. 'a Ilarrowlag Bz- 
perlenee in City ofBelAMt^ 
Belfast, Nov. 20.— Mr. Russell, the 
Unionist member of parliament, was 
itoned by a mob after be had address 
fd a meeting at Dromore. The rtot- 
prs attacked Uie hall where Mr. Rus- 
tell had made hla speech and caused 
him to seek refuge in a neighboring 
house, whence he tried to escape In a 
carriage. The mob discovered him 
and bombarded the vehicle with 
stones. Mr. Russell was struck on 
the head, bat was not seriously injur- 
ed. Russell, Liberal Unionist membei 
for South Tyrone, began another land 
campaign near Belfast early In Octo- 
ber. He declared that 80 per cent of 
the landHtrds were ready to sen their 
land under a fair scheme and suggest- 
ed a new basis for land purchase, un- 
der which the state would give J50,- 
000,000 for the benefit of the land- 
lords. Mr. Russell is opposed to 
home rule for Ireland. 

Nicaraguans Again Activa. 
Washington, Nov. 10.— The cheek 
in the negotiations with Colombia rel- 
ative to the Panama canal has given 

great encouragement to the friends of 
the Nicaragua project. The first evi- 
dence of renewed activity on their 
part was the appearance at the lUte 
department today of the Nicara 
gtian minister to Wa.'ililni;ton. Secre 
tary Hay ha.s never taken the ground 
that the negotiations with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica were terminated by 
the passage of the Spooner act. Sec- 
retary Hay may proceed to draw up a 
treaty with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
on the lines of the protocols laid be- 
fore the last senate and submit it to 
the senate at Its next session along 
with such treaty with Colombia as he 
may be able to conclude. In this way 
the senate itself might decide wheth- 
er or not the Colombian treaty is 
satisfactory. 

King Leopold's Reply. 
Brussels. Nov. 20. — King Leopold 
made a somewhat striking reply to a 
deputation from the chamber who pre- 
sented his majesty with an address 
of congratulation on his escape from 
the anarchist's bullet. After thanking 
the deputies, the king continued: 
"The times are very troubled. Agi- 
tators are constantly stirring up their 
followers to disturb that order which 
Is the guarantee of public liberties. 
These a^ita'or.s And In their path 
firstly the beads of states. If they 
fail to reach them, they attack their 
wivee as in the case of the horrible 
drama at Geneva. Their blows are 
also aimed at ministers a.s in the 
case of Senor Canovaa and they also 
blow up the houses of private Individ- 
uals. They want to Intimidate u«, but 
they will not succeed." 

Sympathetic Strike Threatened. 

Schenectady, N. Y , Nov. 20.— An- 
other and a nioi-e serious develoj)- 
ment of the i)oycott instituted against 
the Schenectady Railway company by 
tb« local trades assembly came to 
light in the possibility of action by 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Street Hallway Employes of Albany 
and Troy, looking to the endorsement 
of the action of the Schenectady la- 
bor body. The statement Is made by 
an official of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation that the body will positively 
refuse to allow the cars of the 
Schenectady railway to enter the city 
of Troy as tong as there are non- 
union men aboard them.

Paris, Nov. 20.— Helen Gore, said to* 
be an American, was killed by a re- 
volver shot In an apartment where 
she lived with Jean l>e RydezenakI, 
an actor of the Imperial theater of St. 
Petersburg. Do RydxenakI at first 
said Miss Oore eommltted 'mrfolde. btit 
subsequently he declared thff'ravolTer 
went off accldenUy. 

Trial of Rublne.' 
Brussels, Nov. 80.— A warrant for 
the committal of Rnblno. the anarch- 
ist, has been officially confirmed. The 
would-be assasBln will be tried on two 
counts— an attempt on King Leopold's 
life and a homicidal attempt on the 
lives or the OQurt officials who were In 
the earrtaf e it whrok Rubin o flied. 

Festpfflee nbbbecl, 
Warren. O., Nov. 20.— The postofflce 
at West Farmlngton was robbed by 
safe crackers, the thieves getting 
eight dollars and some stamps. One 
of the robbers. It Is believed, was 
teught here aM li m»w la jaU. He 
r^taaed to give a name. 



San Francisco, Xov. 20. — The South- 
ern Pacific dejxjt and ferry slips at 
the end of the Alameda mole, which 
extends far into the bay from the 
eastern shore, were totally destroyed 
by fire. A large number of jiassenger 
coaches were also burned and it Is 
said that several lives have been lost. 
The fire broke out from some un- 
known cause soon after uie ferry boat 
Oakland had reached the slip on her 
last trip from this city. The kitchen 
crow of the steamer had retired to 
their lodging In a small structure 
near the end of the pier. Suddenly 
the fiamen burst out, quickly spread- 
ing through the depot, a big building 
of wiHj^l ami glass. The upijcr wtirks 
of the UalJaud caught fire and her 
captain was forced to cut loose and 
leave her men behind. They may have 
escaped, but have not yet been heard 
from. Everything on the l)road ex- 
tension of the pier waa soon totally 
ajnsumcd. 

Train Dispatcher Walker estimates 
the loss at from 1450,000 to 1500,000. 
The sides of the sups and buildings, 
eight broail gauge passenger coaches 
and narrow gauge coaches were 
burned. The ferry steamer Endnal, 
which waa moored to the Mole, was 
towed to a place of safety. The num- 
ber of men missing is 10. 

Tlie (ie|K)i was the terminal for 
trains to Santa Crux and also for the 
trains for Oakland and Alameda. The 
depot was (tjustructed on filled-ln 
ground, studded by piles. During 
the la.st year, the Southern Faeitic 
has expended many thousands of dol- 
lars in repairing the approaches to 
the mole and the wharf proper. The 
ferry buildings proper covered sever- 
al acres anil contained the well-fltted 
ofllces of thf railroad operatives. 

Destructive Fire. 
Monongahela. I'a., Nov. — A 
block and a half of property was al- 
most entirely destroyed, several per- 
sons had narrow escapes fnun crema- 
tion and flJ.'i.odo wortli ol (iamaLe 
was done by a tire which stm- .i •■.< 
Main street in the business section of 
this city. A number of families who 
were rendered homeless, lo.st their 
clothing and barely cscaiied with their 
lives. The principal sufferers aie: 
Charles E Towner, department store; 
W. Packar.l n sidence; Philip House, 
residence; F. Beabout. furniture and 
underiaking; P. Davis, confectionery; 
P. Denias, fruit and confectionery; A. 
D. Scott, grocery; Benson & Mc- 
Laughlin, restaurant; J, Yohe, meat 
market; William Markell, drugs and 
cigars; several tenements and stables. 

Lost Her Life. 

Fond Du Lac, Wis., Nov. 20— In a 
fire which destroyed the Philip Holh- 
gery saloon. .Mary ("otter of .Monlello, 
lost her life. Tiie remains were found 
on the fioor of the wine room burned 
almost beyond recognition. Th« wo- 
man was apparently the only occu- 
pant of the building. 

Hotel Burned. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. 20.— News from 
Monte Vista, Colo., says the Hotel 
Blanco has been destroyed by fire. 
The toss Is $76,000. The building be- 
longed to the Travelers' Insurance 
company. 

Work of an Assassin. 

Denver, Nov. 20. - News has reach- 
ed here of the shooting of A. L. Col- 
lins, general niana,i;er of the Smug- 
gler Union mine at Pandora, near 
Telluride, Oolo., by an unknown as- 
sassin who fired with a shotgun 
through the window of the company's 
office at Pandora. The charge struck 
Collins in the back, making a wound 
that is likely to prove tetal. Mr. Cor< 
11ns was manager of the mine during 
the strike of 1901. when a riot oc- 
curred In whi^ several men lost 
their lives. It Is believed th^t the 
shooting of Collins Is the result of an- 
imosity engendered then, though 
there Is no clue -to the man who fired 
the shot

John D. Rockefei.lkb is reputed to be 
the richest man in the world, and from 
incomplete t!({ures, ftstheretl from many 
■oarces, and with allowances made for 
exaggerations, there is every reason to 
believe that ttiis contention ia true. Mr. 
Ko'^kefpller's income is said by his friends 
to be 1100,000,000 a year. The fixures 
that have been fiatheredshow an income 
of about 167,332,000, As Mr. Rockefeller 
is very secretive about hia own allairs, it 
is hard to get anv more than an eetimate 
of his holdings. For instance, it was dis- 
covered only by accident that his S3,000 
shares of preferred stock of the U. 
Steel Corporation were carried in the 
name of one of his private secretariea. 
Many of the companies in the list given 
'are controlled by Mr. Rockefeller, the 
Standard Oil absolateiy, Mr. Rockefeller

"PROGRESS OVER A PRECIPICE." 

"The cry of the people of the West ia 
rising almost to an ominous threat of 
revolution," declared Prof. Benjamin F. 
Terry, of the University of Chicago, Wed- 
nesday while discussing "Modern Prob- 
lems in the Light of History" before 
Btndenta of the Junior daaa. "The wealth 
of thecountrv has increased enormously," 
aaid Prof. Terry, "bat it ia becoming oon- 
oentrated in the hands of comparatively 
lew iodividoala. Only in the days of the 
early Empira and late Republic of Rome 
waa it poaeible for individaala to amaaa 
in a few ynara aiich enormous fortunes as 
they do iu this country to-day. Having 
exploited the wealth of the great middle 
class, we are now drifting into the sec- 
ond stage. It may be progrett, but U it pro- 
greiu oirr a pircipice. 

"Small inveatmenta no longer pay.

As a result there is not an 
Eaatern nor a Western State that haa not 
a iooro of itranded towna or villagee once 
proeperous in small industries. 

"The small farmer ia no longer able to 
earn a living in competitoa with the 

man who 'ices hia farminj; by telegraph, 
and whose huge farms of (iU,0U0, or even 
80,000, aorec prodoee annual dividande to 
itoekholders."
